Little Hope That Any Will Be

HARDLY A HOME HAS ESCAPED 


Catastrophe Desolates the Lit­ 


tle Town of Cherry. 


Cherry, 111., Nov. 15.—Three hun­ 
dred and eighty-flve men dead and 
m issing is the terrible toll exacted in 
the catastrophe 
which 
struck 
the 
Cherry mines Saturday. 
W hen 
the 
day 
dawned 
Sunday 
m orning it lighted up a scene of dis­ 
tress and desolation and the last rays 
of the setting sun, shining as bright­ 
ly as if such a thing as death had not 
struck with a heavy hand, seemed 
only to mock the grief stricken sur­ 
vivors and m ourners for those who 
w ent down into the mine Saturday 
m orning never to return alive. 
For, though hope springs eternal 
in the hum an breast and some still 
hope th at life may yet rem ain in the 
bowels of the earth beneath the sur­ 
face of Cherry, the fact rem ains th at 
the officials expect nothing more than 
to bring from the mine more than 300 
stark bodies, cold in death. 
Late Sunday night governm ent res­ 
cue men and state mine inspectors, 
taking their lives in their hands, un­ 
sealed the shaft of the burning mine 
and penetrated to the 380-foot, or first, 
level of the mine. 
They found that the fire had been 
sm othered. 
The sm oldering ruins of 
the fram ework in the main shaft, the 
dense pall of smoke and the other 
havoc wrought by the flames were the 
only evidence of the fire which raged 
so fiercely for two days. 
No 
bodies 
were 
discovered. 
No 
search was made for them. 
The lit­ 
tle party th at 
descended into 
the 
mine was satisfied to find th at the 
m easures 
taken 
to check 
and 
to 
sm other the flames had proved effec­ 
tual. 
The men quickly returned to 
the surface. 
Today the shaft of the Cherry mine 
will be opened up to the 500-foot level. 
V enturesom e men will go below. The 
work of bringing out the dead will 
then begin and the harrow ing scenes 
which have been witnessed at the 
m outh of the shaft and all through 
the little town will pale into insig­ 
nificance. 
Many Homes Desolated. 
H ardly a home in Cherry is w ith­ 
out its grief and in some cases whole 
blocks have been desolated. 
In one 
block especially, w here there are th ir­ 
ty-three houses, averaging two fam ­ 
ilies to the house, m aking a total of 
a t least sixty-six men, but two are 
alive and accounted for. 
One woman has gone stark mad.

The procession is alm ost endless. 
Fathers, mothers, wives, 
daughters, 
brothers, sisters, sw eethearts, have 
all wept until there are no more tears 
to shed, except at intervals when a 
sudden burst of hysterical weeping 
bursts upon the air and some woman 
is seen leaning against a fence or 
building. 
L ittle children are hanging to their 
m others’ skirts, many of them too 
young to really appreciate the horror 
that has come upon them , and with 
it all is the horrid fact th at those 
they love and for whom they mourn 
are still hundreds of feet below the 
surface of the earth. 
W hat was for a while suspense Is 
now worse, for they realize that the 
men in the mine have now but one 
chance in a million to escape, and 
yet they are denied the poor satisfac­ 
tion of seeing the faces they knew so 
well in life and give a last loving 
touch to a father, brother, husband, 
WCO will never come home alive again. 
T hat the fire has been extinguished 
was the conclusion of mining experts 
and insurance inspectors sent here by 
Governor Deneen to investigate the 
calam ity and ks cause. 
For more 
than thirty hours the prisoners have 
been cut off from fresh air and un­ 
doubtedly 
have 
been subjected 
to 
smoke filled veins. 
T hat life could exist under the ter­ 
rible conditions apparent is doubted 
by many, but because no trace of high 
tem perature was found in the depths 
of the mine friends of the m iners and 
even officials of the company have 
hope th at the victims may have found 
safety iii remote recesses of the mine.

TUGS GO TO ASSIST VESSEL 


Ore Carrier Fast on a Rock in Lake 
Superior. 
Duluth, Nov. 15.—Half a dozen tugs 
which m ade several unsuccessful at­ 
tem pts at rescue, left A shland and 
Bayfield, Wis., and, flying before a 
southw est gale, are endeavoring 
to 
reach the ore carrier Jam es IL Hoyt, 
w hich, lies on an uncharted rock in 
Lake Superior, twenty m iles north­ 
east 
of 
Bayfield, with tw enty-three 
men on board. 
Leading the expedi­ 
tion is W illiam Cham berlain of Du­ 
luth, the courageous m ate, who, with 
a companion, reached land safely in 
a lifeboat rigged with an improvised 
sail after the Hoyt was driven onto 
the rock in a northeast blizzard early 
Saturday morning and 
brought the 
first news of m e disaster. 
The captain of the steam er Bartow, 
which reached Duluth Sunday night, 
said he passed the Hoyt Sunday and 
th at she was weathering the gale suc­ 
cessfully. 
The wind suddenly veered 
from the northeast to the southw est, 
a 
peculiar 
atm ospheric 
condition 
which probably prevented the Hoyt 
from being battered 
to pieces and 
saved the lives of her captain and 
crew. 
The vessel Is partly sheltered 
from the southw est wind and waves 
by a reef. 
There is little doubt th a t some of 
the tugs will be able to reach the 
Hoyt and ake the crew from the im-1 
perilled vessel. 
The tug Maxwell, owned by W hit­ 
ney Bros, of Duluth, which left this 
port Saturday for Bayfield, is thirty 
hours overdue, but the ow ners do not 
believe the boat has m et w ith m isfor­ 
tune. They are confident th a t the tug 
has 
found 
shelter.

Ninety boats are tied up at the Soo 
on account of the storm.

VICEROY OF INDIA 


Lord and Lady Minto Have Nar­ 


row Escape From Death. 


Paris, Nov. 15.—Madame M argherita 
Steinheil, the tragic widow 
was ac­ 
quitted by a jury of the charge ot 
m urdering 
her 
husband, 
Adolphe 
Steinheil the painter, and her step­ 
m other, Madame Japy. 
The jury brought in its verdict after 
a deliberation of over two hours. The 
jury ceased their deliberations three 
tim es to get explanations of the case 
from the president of the court, and 
this was taken as an indication that 
on the first ballot the m ajority prob­ 
ably was for conviction. 
The rendering of the verdict was 
fraught with dram atic features. Every 
one in the courtroom was keyed up to 
a high state of nervous tension because 
of the delay. 
As the jury filed into 
the courtroom expressions of relief on 
the faces of several of its members 
conveyed the instant Im pression that 
the verdict was acquittal. 
In intense silence the judges and at­ 
torneys entered the courtroom and 
took th eir places. 
W ith grave face, 
M. de Valles, president of the court, 
addressed the jury. 
“Have you reached a verdict?” he 
asked. 
The forem an stood up and said slow­ 
ly and distinctly: 
“On our conscience we answ er ‘no’ 
to every question.” 
The questions to which he referred 
w ere: 
Is Madame Steinheil guilty of the 
voluntary homicide of her m other? 
Is Madame Steinheil guilty of the 
voluntary homicide of her husband? 
W ere these homicides prem editated? 
Did the second homicide precede, 
accompany or follow the first?

TRAFFIC IS BADLY CRIPPLED

terrupted— Center of the Storm Ro­ 


tates Over Fargo and Spreads Out

Crews to Ditched Freights. 


St. Paul, Nov. 15.—A m aelstrom ot 
snow, eddying out of the N orthw est 
in the current of a keen sixty-mile 
wind, whirled over th e D akotas and 
N orthern 
M innesota 
for 
thirty-six 
hours, 
interrupted 
com m unication, 
blockaded train s and piled them in 
ditches and seriously im peded the ac­ 
tivities of cities and towns. 
The snow, followed by below-freez­ 
ing cold, covered th e prairies a foot 
and a half on the level, rose. in twelve- 
foot drifts along fences and grades 
and filled railroad cuts to th e tops, 
eighteen feet high. 
The center of the storm rotated ovei 
Fargo, its force sw eeping out over ti 
hundred m iles in all directions, until 
it suddenly ceased altogether, reveal­ 
ing cold, clear skies and leaving an 
unstirring wind. 
The high wind, leaving the snow be­ 
hind, 
came 
on 
southeasterly 
and 
reached St. Paul. 
H ere it blew all 
day w ith an increasing cold, which 
brought out ulsters 
and caps and 
shivering pedestrians. 
The storm seemed to originate about 
proverbial Medicine H at and upper 
M ontana, dropping the m ercury w'ith 
a thud against the bulb in those vi­ 
cinities and continuing southeasterly 
along the line of the Northern Pacific, 
until near Minot, N. D.

T his train is eastbound for St. Paul, 
having stock cars in its trail, loaded
